ents, do not realize what is being done. Not- 
withstanding, the foundation is laid and the athe- 
istic philosophy becomes embedded in the sub- 
conscious mind of the child. As might be ex- 
pected, there is an effort on the vart of teachers 
to minimize the seriousness of the situation. We 
are dealing with a smooth and subtle evil. 

Parents will do well to examine critically the 
books used by their BABIES. Teachers should 
be questioned closely, for it means a great deal 
to parents, to turn their BABIES, their most pre- 
cious possessions, over to a teacher six days a 
week for nine months of the year. Parents should 
inform themselves. We have reached a place 
when fathers and mothers need to keep an over- 
shadowing hand above the heads of their children 
when they send them even to the grade and high 
schools, to say nothing of the college and 
university. 

In a small community in the northern part of 
Kansas, a mother refused to send her small child- 
ren to the local school where Evolution was being 
taught. The authorities were determined that the 
mother. was wrong in her attitude. I am in- 
formed that different charges were brought 
against her, until finally she was charged with 
insanity. Persons knowing the mother say her 
mind is perfectly normal and that the insanity 
charge is absurd. I am told that her case is still 
pending in the courts.

them in your care.” America will do well to 
safeguard her “jewels”, to shield them against 
the powerful forces which have gained control of 
the educational system of the land. 


THE TEACHER 


The personal attitude of the teacher means much. 
Evolution is of course in the textbooks, but much 
deperds upon the interpretation placed upon it 
by the teacher.’

THE KANSAS TOUR 

This “item” is being prepared while 
in the heat of battle, during the an- 
nual Kansas Speaking Tour. The 
campaign began July 24, and will con- 
tinue six weeks, through seven Sun- 
days. Assisted by Rev. Frank L. Rose, 
I am engaged at this time in one of 
the most strenuous crusades in which 
I have ever participated. 

It is safe to say that this is the 
most effective piece of work yet exe- 
cuted for the advancement of our or- 
ganization in Kansas. Rev. Rose is 
proving to be an invaluable assct to 
the movement. He is one of the most 
amb'tious men that I have ever 
worked with. He is a talented man, 
a good speaker, successful evangelist, 
and efficient song-leader. In the pres- 
ent drive he is being kept on the move 
all hours of the day and night. With 
care, efficiency and _ lightning-rate 
speed, he has arranged and advertised 
meetings from town to town in nor- 
thern, central and eastern Kansas. He 
has provided me with good crowds 
throughout the tour. 

I travel every day and. speak in a 
different town each night. In addition 
to this, I speak in three towns every 
Sunday—morning, afternoon, and ev- 
ening. During these six weeks we ex- 
pect to hold sixty meetings in as ma- 
ny different towns. 

With the feeling that defenders al! 
over Kansas are watching and praving 
for us, we are enjoying the work as 
we hurry from place to place. But 
we are not without our handicaps and 
obstacles. The torrid weather, long 
and tiresome rides on trains and often 
in automobiles over muddy roads, hea- 
vy duties during the days, and many 
hot and sleepless nights, the matter of 
occupying a different bed every night, 
small hotels and poor food, being con- 
stantly* away from home and loved 
ones, the opposition of modernists and 
“middle-of-the-road” preachers, the 
attacks of many teachers, together 
with the usual financial problems, are 
making our travels anything but a 
summer vacation. 

So far, (August 20) I have traveled 
about 1,500 miles to fill lecture dates, 


and it is safe to say that Rev. Rose 
has covered three times this distance 
in arranging the meetings. 

Several meetings have been in iso- 
lated and rural communities, right out 
among the farmers. Invariably such 
audiences have been comparatively 
large and appreciative. Some open- 
air meetings are being held. 

Pastors representing practically all 
evangelical denominations have spon- 
sored meetings. 

Our slogan this summer is, — “No 
village too small, no city too large, to 
hear Evolution discussed.” We are 
carrying our message to that 
great middle-class of people, which 
with their taxes, build the school 
buildings and pay the teachers. 

Our contention is, that since these 
people supply the money and for the 
most part furnish the students, they 
have a right to know what is going 
on in THEIR schools and should be 
consulted regarding what is taught to 
their children. These people are not 
fools. Their judgment is sound. Their 
logic is good. They are citizens. They 
pay taxes. Often their moral life is 
far better than that of the city “high- 
brow” who assumes the position of 
dictating to them. 

Here in democratic America, the 
schools have been delivered out of the 
hands of the middle-classes ard into 
the hands of the powerful few. We 
say, GIVE THE SCHOCLS BACK 
TO THEIR RIGHTFUL OWNERS! 
An intellectual hierarehy, which takes 
the position of being subservient to 
no one, controls at this good hour, 
twenty-five millions of school child- 
ren and two billions of dollars of tax- 
payer’s money, annually. Speak 
against the hierarchy, and you are in- 
stantly discredited! 

We are telling these things to the 
tax-payers of Kansas this summer. 

Heaven hasten the day when the 
middle-classes will awaken and with 
righteous, crystallized sentiment, oust 
from THEIR schools, the atheistic 
forces now in control. America still 
has the ballot. Some day the good 
people will use it, and when they do, 
this jungle psychology will be smash- 
ed in pieces; our children will be de- 
livered out of the clutches of. intellec- 
tual atheism. 

Wherever I have spoken this sum- 


mer, people have been. shocked as ] 
have read from grade and high scho 
text books, and informed my audi 
ces of what is actually taking p 
in school rooms. People have no i 
that such conditions could exist bef 
their very eyes without their know- 
ledge.

The Necessity of the 
Virgin Birth 
Dr. I. R. Dean, Toronto, Canada. 
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(Editor’s Note:—Dr. I. R. Dean, 
author of the following article, is a 
well known Bible expositor. The pres- 
ent manuscript is both interesting and 
doctrinal. It will require careful stu- 
dy on the part of the reader to get its 
real worth.) 

Vios Sperma 


The Virgin Birth of Christ was a 
necessity for three reasons, first, to 
fulfill prophecy; second, to give Him 
a titie to the throne of David; and 
third, that He might be a Saviour. 


I. To Fulfill Prophecy. 


Look at the two Greek words above. 
The word at the left is pronounced 
“whyos” and is translated “son.” The 
word at the right is translated “seed.” 
The whole story of Christ’s meeting 
all the demands of prophecy and es- 
eaping all the bars of prophecy and 
thus securing an unmistakable title 
to the throne of David, is told in the 
discriminating use of these two words. 
It would be absolutely impossible for 
Him to claim a title to that throne if 
He had not been born of a virgin. 
Now Uios (son) may express natur- 
al, blood relationship, and is often 
used in this sense. But it may express 
merely legal relationship, when there 
is no kinship by blood at all. : This 
usage is common in all languages. 
Saul called David “my son” because 
David was married to Saul’s daugh- 
ter. (1 Sam. 24:16.) One may be a 
legal son, or son-in-law, without be- 
ing a real son by blood. 

On the other hand Sperma (seed) 
aiways expresses blood relationship, 
and never merely legal relationship. 

Many homes in this land have sons 
that are in no wise related by blood 
to their foster parents. 

This word Sperma (seed), as used 


in the Bible of human beings, with

“one remarkable exception, always. re- 
‘fers to the father and not to the 
another. 

The only exception is that of a pro- 
pheey about Christ. He has the 
unique distinction of being the only 

rson born in the human race who 
was “the seed of a woman.” 

It is evident that if Christ was the 
seed of David and at the same time 


‘born of a virgin, He must have gotten 


without a human father. 


this relationship through His mother, 
since He had no human father. This 
difficulty is met in the very first prom- 
ise about the Messiah. 

“The Lord God said unto the Ser- 
pent, And I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, and between thy 
seed and her seed. It shall bruise thy 
head, and thou shalt bruise his heel.” 
—Gen. 3:15. 

This prophecy has always been in- 
terpreted to refer to Christ, who 
would in the end overcome Satan and 
set up His Kingdom on this earth. 

If it were not for this prophecy it 
would be impossible for us to claim 
that Christ was the seed of David, 
and at the same time born of a virgin, 
But accord-

This harmonizes with the great 
prophecy of Isaiah. 

“Behold, a virgin shall conceive 
and bear a son, and shall call his name 
Immanuel.” Isaiah 7:14. 

This prophecy, according to Mat- 
thew, was fulfilled at the birth of Je- 
sus Christ (Matt. 1:22). He is Im- 
manuel, which means God with us. So 
both His Diety and humanity are de- 
clared in this prophecy. 

He must be born of a virgin, then, 
to fulfill these two great prophecies. 
But it is equally necessary for Him to 
be born of a virgin to escape the bar 
raised by Jeremiah. 


Ile He Must Be Born of a Virgin That 
He May Be Entitled to the Throne 
of David. 


Against Jeconiah (the last King in 
the royal succession that ever sat on 
the Throne of David), Jeremiah pro- 
nounced these words: 

“Is this man Coniah a despised 
broken idol? Is he a vessel wherein 
is no pleasure? Wherefore are they 
cast out, he and his seed, and are cast 
into a land which they know not? O 
earth, earth, earth, hear the word of 
the Lord. Thus saith the Lord, Write 
ye this man childless, a man that shall 
not prosper in his days; for none of 
his seed shall prosper, sitting upon 
the throne of David, and ruling any 
more in Judah.” (Jer. 22:28—30). 

This does not mean that Jeconiah 
would not have children, for we are 
distinctly told that he did have child- 
ren. (1 Chron. 3:17; Matt. 1:12.) 
But it means that none of his descend- 
ants would ever sit on the throne of 
David. 

Now Matthew’s genealogy shows 
that the title to the throne of David 
must descend through this very line 
of Jeconiah and no other. Christ, 
then, must establish His legal right 
through this line or He could have no 
right to that throne. 

He must be the Uios (son) of David 
through this male line of succession, 
but He must not be the Sperma (seed) 
of Jeconiah. Remember the title to 
the throne of David always descends 
through the father, not the mother. 

The genealogy was preserved with 
the greatest care, although the legal 
heirs were barred by Jeremiah’s pro- 
phecy. 

Thus Matthew says, “After they 
were brought to Babylon, Jeconiah 
begat Salathiel, and Salathiel begat 
Zerubbabel, and Zerubbabel begat 
Abiud”, etc. This genealogy goes 
right on to Jacob, who begat Joseph. 
Each one of these princes was legally 
entitled to the throne because they 
were the natural descendants of King 
Jeconiah. They were both the Uios 
(son) and Sperma (seed) of this de- 
svised king. It must be remembered 
that each of these words are used of 
descendants, however remote. 

Notice the peculiar wording of Mat- 
thew 1:16, “Jacob begat Joseph, the 
husband of Mary, of whom was born 
Jesus, who is called Christ.” Then 
follows the explanation how Jesus 
was begotten of the Holy Ghost before 
the marriage of His mother, and how 
His mother was married by divine di- 
rection before His birth. This made 
Him the Uios (son) of Joseph, without 
being the Sperma (seed) of Joseph and 
therefore the seed of Jeconiah. Joseph 
was the only living heir to the throne 
of David when Christ was born. There 
are never two proper heirs to the 
throne at the same time. Luke says 
of Joseph, “He was of the house and 
lineage of David.” (Luke 2:4.) This 
means that Joseph was heir to the 
throne, notwithstanding he was barred 
from reigning by Jeremiah’s prophecy. 

It was only by Christ being born 
of a virgin that He would get over 
the bar set up by Jeremiah. 

If He were the natural seed of Jo- 


seph, He could not be the Seed of a 
woman (Gen. 3:15). If He were the 
natural seed of Joseph, He would not 
have been born of a virgin, according 
to the promise of Isaiah 7:14. If He 
were the seed of Joseph, He would 
then also be the seed of Jeconiah and 
could not rule in Judah, sitting on the 
throne of David. Admit His virgin 
birth and everything is simple. Deny 
His virgin birth and all is confusion 
and contradiction. 


The Problem of the Two Genealogies 


In perfect harmony with this plan 
Matthew begins with these words: 

“The book of the generation of Je- 
sus Christ, the son (Uios) of David, 
the son (Uios) of Abraham.” 

Is it not strange that Matthew nev- 
er let his pen slip once and called Him 
the seed (Sperma) of David or Abra- 
ham, but always the Son (Uios) of 
David and Abraham ? 

Matthew gives the genealogy of Jo- 
seph because he says, “Jacob begat 
Joseph.” He could have only one fa- 
ther that begat him. Luke says, “Jo- 
seph was the son of Heli” (Luke 3:23). 
But this may mean, and certainly does 
mean here, that he:was only the son- 
in-law. Since he was married to Ma- 
ry he had a father-in-law, i. e. Mary’s 
father, whose name was Heli. 

This solves the problem of these 
two genealogies. Luke establishes 
His descent from David through Na- 
than, which is not the line of succes- 
sion at all. But still this makes Him 
the seed of David in His humanity, 
as was promised (Psa. 89:36). In 
Matthew the wise men ask the ques- 
tion, ‘Where is He that is born King 
of the Jews?” (Matt. 2:2). Christ 
was the only person that was ever 
born a King. Joseph was still living 
when He was born, but as we have 
seen, he could not occupy the throne. 

But Christ had every right and no 
bar, so He was born a King. Nathan- 
ael was right when he said, “Rabbi, 
thou art the Son of God; thou art the 
King of Israel.” (John 1:49.) 

Be assured that He could not be the 
King of Israei if He were not the Son 
of God, born of a virgin. When Pi- 
late asked Him, “Art thou the King 
of the Jews?” (Luke 23:3), He ans- 
wered, “Thou sayest it.” 

Since -Luke gives His genealogy 
from Mary declaring His humanity, 
we would expect His introduction to 
be different, and so it is. 

“And, lo. the angel said unto them, 
Fear not: for behold, I bring you good 
tidings of great iov. which shall be to 
all people. For unto you is born this 
dav in the city of David a Saviour, 
whieh is Christ the Lord.” (Luke 
2:10, 11.) 

In Matthew, He is pre-eminently 
the Son of David, and King of the 
Jews, and His ministry is to that 
people. Matthew calls Him “the Son 
of David” eight times, and it is as 
Son of David that He says, “I am not 
sent but unto the lost sheep of the 
House of Israel.” (Matt. 15:24.) He 
must first offer Himself to God’s chos- 
en people and this He does in person 
~~ through His disciples. (Matt. 10: 


, 6.) 

In Luke, He is the Seed of David, 
born of the Virgin Mary and there- 
fore a Saviour to all people. This is 
the line of Paul’s ministry. After His 
complete rejection by the nation of 
Israel, Paul is called to proclaim the 
grace of God without. distinction to 
sinners, whether Jews or Gentiles. 
(Rom, 3:22; Gal. 1: 11.) Paul never 
speaks of Christ as the Son of David 
because he is not representing Him as 
the King; but refers to Him as the 
Seed of David because he is proclaim- 
ing Him as the Saviour. (Rom. 1:3; 
2 Tim. 2:8.) 

But Paul also again and again pro- 


claims the Deity of Christ and. preach- 


es the necessity of His virgin bi

The trainer of the famous Washing- 
ton State Rowing Crew would not per- 
mit any of his men to use tobacco in 
any form. The boy who uses cigaret- 
tes will not have much chance in the 
big athletic events. 

Second: CIGARETTES INJURE A 
BOY’S CHANCES IN _ SCHOOL. 
Scores of teachers in the last ten 
years have informed the writer, that 
they never knew a boy, who began 
smoking, in Grammar School, and 
continued the habit, to graduate from 
High School. The cigarette cuts down 
their ability to study. They cannot 
apply themselves as a normal boy 
should. Principal J. Roslyn Earp, of 
Antioch College, recently studied the 
effects of tobacco, on College men. 
Students who inhaled the cigarette 
smoke, had lower scholarship records, 
than smoking students, who did not 
inhale. Mr. Earp says: “This would 
seem to fit the statement of a German 
scientist, who reported, recently, that 
inhalers take eight times as much ni- 
cotine into their systems, as smokers 
who do not inhale. Out of twenty-- 
three students dismissed last year, for 
low scholarship, the proportion of 
non-smokers grows steadily greater. 
As one ascends the scale of scholar- 
ship, the proportion of non-smokers, 
grows steadily greater. In general, 
those who smoke much, have lower 
— than those who smoke 
ittle. 

Third: CIGARETTES INJURE MO- 
RALLY. The Superintendent has 
spoken before the BOY’S GEORGE 
JUNIOR REPUBLIC, and the Presi- 
dent informed him that out of eighty- 
one lads sent there by the Courts, ev- 
ery one of them smoked cigarettes 
when they came into the Institution. 
At the WHITTIER STATE SCHOOL, 
98 out of everv 100 boys smoked ciga- 
rettes, when they entered the Institu- 
tion. Judge Frank S. Forbes, of Los 
Angeles, says that the cigarette is a 
contributing factor, in many cases, of 
crime, which have come before him in 
the Los Angeles City Courts. Fam- 
ous men, all over the country, have in- 
veighed against it. David Starr Jor- 
dan has said: “The boy who smokes 
cigarettes, need not worry abovt his 
future, he has none.” Herbert Hoover 
said: “There is no agency in the world 
today that is so seriously affecting 
the health, education, efficiency, and 
character of boys and girls, as the 
cigarette habit, yet very little atten- 
tion is paid to it.” Nearly every de- 
linduent boy is a cigarette smoker, 
which certainly has much to do with 
it. Cigarettes are a source of crime. 
To neglect crime at its source, is a 
short-sighted poliev, unworthy of a 
nation of our intelligence.” 

And Luther Burbank. the famous 
plant wizard. made this statement: 
“No boy would smoke cigarettes. if 
he knew what a poor, weak, ener- 
vated creature he was making of him- 
self.” 

We have given you the figures for 
the direct cost of tohacco, in America, 
for one year: $2.290,000,000.00. The 
indirect cost is difficult to estimate, 
but in all probability it would add a 
billion dollars more to the direct cost. 
The fires which have swent over the 
forest areas, in the United States. have 
of dollars’ worth

of property, and through the careiess- 
ness of the cigarette smoker, thousands 
ot homes and piaces of business have 
been swept by flames. The insurance 
Companies point out that at the top of 
the List ot Causes tor Fires in Ameri- 
ca, stand cigarettes and matches. liach 
year 17,000 peopie are burned to death 
in America, and the cigarettes and 
matches are responsible for a large 
number of these deaths. In a Cana- 
dian theater seventy-eight children 
were burned to death recently through 
the carelessness of some cigarette 
smoker, according to the Fire Com- 
missioner. But ot course the cigarette 
smoker must have his smoke whether 
children are burned to death, or not. 
One-half of our Insurance premiums 
go to pay for fires that are caused 
by smoking. 

In an age when food is sterilized, 
milk is pasteurized, and the youth of 
America is urged to keep his body 
strong and virile through exercise, 
and the middle-aged people are urged 
to practice their “daily dozen”, we 
have 30,000,000 of people (thirty mil- 
lions), in America, using tobacco in 
some form. How ridiculous! 

Smoking of cigarettes by women is 
on the increase, although the number 
who smoke, in proportion to the num- 
ber of women in America, is negli- 
gible. Perhaps not over five per cent 
of our American women are using ci- 
garettes. 

The cigarette smoker draws the 
smoke into his lungs, and the poisons 
are then carried by the blood stream 
to every part of his body. The blood 
stream itself, is polluted, by the ciga- 
rette poisons. There are eighteen 
distinct poisons in every cigarette. 

Madam Schumann-Heinke has de- 
nied the statement, made by the Lucky 
Strike people, that she smoked ciga- 
rettes, and absolutely repudiated the 
advertisement. She said, “I never 
smoked a cigarette in my life, and my 
sons are not permitted to smoke in 
my presence, on the days I sing. 
Smoke would irritate my throat.” If 
the cigarette trust would take advan- 
tage of a woman, like Madam Schu- 
mann-Heinke, who has a national re- 
putation, vou may be assured that 
they would take advantage of any 
one, anvwhere through the medium of 
their advertisements.

As 
citizens of the Republic, and joint 
owners of the atmosvhere, we—who 
do not smoke,—have the right to ask 
the others to put awav their cigars, 
and cigarettes, when they are in our 
company.” 

Professor Richet. of Paris, winner 
of = Nobel prize, said: “To exeuse my- 
self. I cannot even claim, like many 
smokers, that. tobacco is harmless, 
since I am well aware that it is harm- 
ful, exceedinely harmful. Mv mania 
for smoking is proof of man’s incor- 
rivible follv. Tobacco is a stupid ha- 
bit. of which I am its ‘slave.—a stupid 
slaverv. from which I lack the cour- 
age to break away.” 

Roger Hornsby, the famous base- 
ball plaver and manager. said: “T nev- 
er smoked, and never tasted intoxi- 
cating liquors.” 

Eugene Tunnev, world’s champion 
boxer. takes pride in savine. over his 
own sienatur: “I never used liquor or 
tobacco.” 

At. its national canvention in 1922 
the National Educational Association 
declared that. “The ranid increase in 
cigarette sm king among people of all 


ages; and both sexes, and especially 
among growing boys is not only 
cause of alarm, it is a call to arms.” ~ 
Since then matgers have become ev- 
en worse. The country is now con- 
suming more than 6,000,000,000 cigar- 
ettes a month, a large percentage be-— 
ing smoked by the youth of America, 
The increase in twenty years has been 
more than 3,500 per cent.

Near the city of Seattle, on the shores of beau- 
tiful Lake Sammamish, a Bible conference is con- 
ducted every year. The writer had the privilege 
of being one of the speakers.at the Seventh An- 
nual Confrence a few weeks ago and feels im- 
pelled to write about this work of God as testi- 
mony to God’s faithfulness. 

About seven years ago, when the writer was 
pastor of The Swedish Tabernacle in the Seattle, 
the present location of the Sammamish confer- 
ence came under our observation. A group of 
men from Seattle went out to see the place, which 
consisted of twenty acres of land right on the 
shore of the lake. The land was partly improved. 
It had a gradual slope toward the water. The 
view was beautiful and we received a vision of 
the future possibilities of the place. The group 
of men already mentioned had a season of prayer 
during which this land was claimed for God and 
His work. In a short time an organization was 
formed and the land was purchased. Back of the 
vision that resulted in the procuring of this prop- 
erty was the recognition of the need of a place 
where Christian people could spend their vaca- 
tion in a spiritual atmosphere. Most people have 
several weeks’ vacation every summer. Chris- 
tians would like to spend that vacation in a way 
that benefits them spiritually and _ physically. 
Young Christians need to associate with their fel- 
low believers and to make their vacations real re- 
creation for soul and body. Whenever there is a 
need, God is ready to meet that need. The Sum- 
mer Bible Conference has come to the kingdom 
for such a time as this. It has happened that 
Christians have backslidden during the summer 
and others have grown so cold that it has taken 
half a year to thaw them out! Now, thank God, 
we can get our young people back after a two 
weeks’ vacation renewed spiritually and ready 
for the winter’s work in the church. It is also 
true that many Christians build summer homes 
where they svend a part of the vacation period. 
Why not build these homes at a Bible Conference 
Camp? Many have done so at Sammamish. This 
creates a Christian community with a wonderful 
fellowship, which is a foretaste of what it will 
be in the coming Age of Glory. 

The first conference at Sammamish was a suc- 
cess from the spiritual standpoint. It was held in 
a borrowed tent. In our enthusiasm we built up 
a program that was quite strenuous. We started 
with a prayer meeting at six o’clock in the morn- 
ine and had three lectures every morning. The 
afternoons were used for recreation, swimming, 
Finnish baths. boating, etc. At five o’clock there 
was a Round Table discussion.

Lessons Learned at Yosemite 











One of the beauty spots of the world is Yose- 
mite National Park. The gateway to this beauty 
spot is Merced, which is only twenty-five miles 

from Turlock. The distance from Merced to the 
_ is eighty-five miles. 


There is now an All- 
ear Highway that makes it possible for a con- 
_servative driver to motor from Turlock to the 
park in five hours. Of course there are those 
who make it in three hours and a half or less! 

It is almost humiliating to admit that we have 
lived in such close proximity to this wonderland 
for five years without seeing its wonders. Is it not 
true that we often miss the beauties near at 
hand? “Distance lends enchantment to the 

_ scene.” There are “Acres of Diamonds” right at 
our doors as Russell Conwell so eloquently point- 
ed out. Many travel great distances to see things 
that don’t compare with those near at hand. “See 
‘America First.” Grasp the opportunities at your 
side. “Somewhere else” and “some other time” 
seem to be favorite expressions of many. Let us 
learn the value\ of the “Here” and the “Now.” 


_ There are things to accomplish right where you 


are. There are undiscovered beauties and unrea- 
_ lized wealth in the personalities with whom we 
come in contact and in the surroundings of our 
abode if we only are awake. Let us “possess our 
- possessions.” 

There are many people lacking in a sense of ap- 
preciation. I heard a lady say that she was not 
thrilled by Yosemite at all. She was this side of 
thirty and probably without a husband and 
age had suffered some other disappointment 

life that made her a cynic. I met a man who 
_ was a globe trotter, a linquist, who knew four- 
_ teen languages, who was so overwhelmed, that 
- he said Yosemite was the beauty spot of the 

earth. He did not understand why people would 
travel to Europe to see the Alps when we have a 
Yosemite near by. What a difference there is in 
people! Surely we shouid cultivate a sense of ap- 
tion. We'll get so much more out of life.

_ after artificial thrills. If we could get our thrills 
from nature, from books, from service to our fel- 
lows, from fellowship with God, then we would 
be normal. Any other kind of life is abnormal. 
Do we appreciate the beauty of flowers, the song 
_ of the birds, the grandeur of nature? Do we ap- 


Th e Yosemite Valley is enly a part of The 
Park. , The park has an area 


125 square miles, or 719,622 acres. Youemite 

ley is seven miles long and one mile wide. The 
valley is U-shaped and is surrounded by cliffs 
which are from 2,000 to 5,000 feet high. The bot- 
tom of the valley is remarkably level owing to the 
fact that Yosemite Lake once covered the valley 
and the rivers carried sediment which covered the 
bottom. The valley has been formed by glacial 
and earthquake action. The immensity of the 
precipices and the beauties of tle valley are simp- 
ly indescribable. John Muir has come as close to 
a successful description as any one, in the fol- 
lowing words where he speaks of what the park 
contains: “ The headwaters of the Tuolumne and 
Merced rivers, two of the most songful streams 
in the world; innumerable lakes and waterfalls 
and smooth silky lawns; the noblest forests, the 
loftiest granite domes, the deepest ice-sculptured 
canyons, the brightest crystalline pavements, and 
snowy mountains soaring into the sky twelve 
and thirteen thousand feet, arrayed in open ranks 
and spiry pinnacled groups, partially separated 
by tremendous canyons and amphitheaters; gar- 
dens on their sunny brows, avalanches thunder- 
ing down their long white slopes, cataracts roar- 
ing gray and foaming in the crooked rugged 
gorges, and glaciers in their shadowy recesses, 
working in silence, slowly completing their sculp- 
tures; new-born lakes at their feet, blue and 
green, free or encumbered with drifting icebergs 
like miniature Arctic Oceans, shining, sparkling, 
calm as stars.” 

We had the privilege of spending a week in this 
land of enchantments. The immediate occasion 
was an invitation to preach in The Yosemite Na- 
tional Park Church. A camp was placed at the 
disposal of-the family. The choir from our church 
sang at the morning service and gave a program 
in Camp Curry during the evening. The audience 
is, of course, interdenominational and cosmopoli- 
tan, if not international. We found that we had 
hungry hearts in our audience, longing for a mes- 
sage from God. No audience could have been 
more responsive. : 

Bridal Veil Falls are especially beautiful at 
sunset when you see the falls swaying like a 
bride’s veil in the breeze and all the colors of the 
rainbow reflected in the waters as they flow over 
the rocks. Mirror Lake in the upper end of the 
valley should be seen at sunrise when you see the 
mountains mirrored in the lake and other reflec- 
tions that beggar description. The trip to Happy 
Isles, with the Merced river rushing by, is some- 
thing long to be remembered. 

The hikes to various places is one of the expe- 
riences enjoyed by the valley tourist. Our party 
—— hiked to Vernal Falls and had the wonder- 
ful view to be seen from the top. We were now 
5,044 feet above sea level and 1,084 feet above 
the valley floor. The most interesting hike was 
to Glacier Point, 7,214 feet above sea level and 
8,254 feet above the valley. We climbed the one 
and one-half mile trail. This is an experience not 
soon forgotten. At Glacier Point we had an aero- 
plane view of the valley and a view of High Sier- 
ra peaks, domes and water falls. No Yosemite 
visitor should miss this view. It is simply inde- 
scribable. What a wonderful world God has cre- 
ated for His creatures! How unthankful and un- 
appreciative we are! We came back by the four 
mile trail which took less than half the time it 
took to climb up the one and one-half mile trail. 
It is more difficult to go up than to go down! 

Another remarkable feature in the park is the 
fact that the wild animals are tame. The birds 
eat at vour feet or out of your hand, as do the 
deer. These beautiful creatures come through 
the camns beeging for food and stop wherever 
food is offered. The bears come out of the woods 
at certain times and are fed by the tourists. The 
children enjoy this experience. All this reminds 
us of the millennium, when: “The wolf also shall 
dwell with the lamb, and the leopard shall lie 
down with the k'd; and the calf and the young 
lion and the fatling together; and a little child 
shall lead them. And the cow and the bear shall 
feed; their young ones shall lie down together: 
and the lion shall eat straw like the ox, and the 
sucking child shall play on the hole of the asp, 
and the weaned child shall put his hand on the 
cockatrice’ den.” There are glorious days ahead! 
The time is coming when “the wilderness and the 
solitary place shall be glad for them; and the des- 
ert shall rejoice, and blossom as the rose.” The 
whole world will be like a great park when Jesus 
reigns from sea to sea. Even now we can “look up 
through nature to natures God”, but what will it 
be when sin has been vanquished and he nah 
ness covers the earth as the waters cover the sea!

rently by either of these usual means and must 
‘depend on hummingbirds, hummingbird moths, 
and the large bees, such as carpenter bees and 
bumblebees. The bird, the moth and the bee each 
has a long tongue for probing the depths of these 
vase-like nectaries and in doing so incidentally 
the plumage is daubed with pollen which the next 
or succeeding blooms visited receive. 

As is well known, pollen from another flower or 
better still, another plant, is more to be desired 
than pollen produced by the flower itself. Cross- 
fertilization gives better results than self-fertili- 
zation. To this end it is that some kinds of 
plants separate the sexes and produce pollen on 
one individual and ovaries on another; the carob 
and pepper trees and two weeds, the ercton and 
ragweed, come to mind as common examples. 
Thus inbreeding is effectually barred. 

The same end is obtained in a great proportion 
of flowering plants by the simple expedient of de- 
veloping to maturity only one organ of the flower 
at a time; the pollen of a certain flower does not 
reach the pistil of that same flower due to its ap- 
penrance after the pistil has matured. One can 

‘observe this orderly process of maturation in al- 
Most any common flower. Just now by stepping 
‘into the garden I found it in the peach, lemon and 

acco trees and in the shrubs and weeds as 
well. Before a peach or a lemon bud is more 
than cracked open, the ripe, sticky pistil is thrust 
‘out, far in advance of the unfolding petals and 
the slower growing stamens with their unripe pol- 
len Some plants reverse the order, shedding 
pollen and then extruding the stigmas. 

It is in the tublar flowers that this advance 
and retard of the two organs is seen most easily. 
The common plan is for such flowers to extend 
their fruiting bodies out beyond the tube, often to 
Some considerable distance. These elongated fila- 
ments are most conspicuous and the extreme 
length of one, the pistil, is at once contracted 
with the barely protruding heads—the anthers— 
of the stamens. Later the older organ withers as 
the slower ones grow out. 

HOW THE POLLEN IS CARRIED 
_ This arrangement is a perfect fitting for cross- 
pollination by hummingbirds and probing insects. 
The red-flowering gooseberry, ribes speciosum, 
native to California hillsides, is a splendid and 
_ gecessible example. Because of the shape and 
pendant attitude of this bright red flower the 
plant is often called the fuschia-flowered goose- 
berry. but by the claim of possession, which is 
said to be nine points of the law, it should be 
From morn- 
ing to night, during the leng flowering seasons of 
early spring, the hummers haunt the dells and 
nooks of most hillsides, working in and out of 
-the bushes hung with these glorious fairv ian- 
terns. Because of the tube effect hummingbirds

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lar and at the same time causes the long-extend- 
ed stamens or the pistil, whichever. may be ripe, 
to strike firmly against the bird’s throat: Thus 
visiting flowers this is an effective medium and 
method is attested by the fruitfulness of the 
gooseberry, by the bepollened chins of the hum- 
mers, and the remarkable diligence and agility 
of the winged sprites. Mrs. Davidson in her de- 
lightful volume, “California Plants in Their 
Homes”, says she saw one hummer visit sixty- 
five of these gooseberry flowers in sixty seconds. 

In the scarlet penstemon and others, the plant’s 
contact is with the bird’s head or forehead, the 
fruiting organs bending down from above. A 
plant in Florida has been recently described, that 
strikes the pollen upon the hind part of the hum- 
mingbird’s head. The long extended filarnents 
are held aloft by the vertical growing flower, but 
discomfort of the vertical attitude, the stamens 
with their pollen sacs raised aloft, “as in benedic- 
tion,” descend to tap the bird on the back of the 
head. Thus the succeedirg flowers of this special 
kind “know” where to feel for their kind of pol- 
len on the visiting bird, and moreover no other 
flower will get it. These other flowers also have 
their own patent positions for pollen transfer on 
the hummingbird’s body and they will get their 
own kind of pollen from their own special por- 
tions and positions. Some dust the bird’s fore- 
head, others the chin, another the breast, the top 
of the head, the nape; and to this exact spot each 
species of flower promptly resorts when the vis- 
itor arrives. It matters not that the messenger 
stopped enroute from penstemon to penstemon 
to sip a drop of nectar from Indian paint brush 
and a few sages on the way. The pollens are not 
mixed, nor are the original grains entrusted ne- 
cessarily lost; when the next penstemon is 
reached there is the pollen in the place reserved 
for penstemons. 

Now there are some people who cannot under- 
stand this plan. It is by natural law that all 
such processes are performed, in obedience to 
which all forms of life maintain themselves. Such 
unbreakable laws are supposed to be not only 
the perpetuators of life and process, but also the 
ag This does not give credit where credit 
is due. 


THIS IS NOT BLIND LAW 


No law originated itself; no law ever found by 
man creates life, for life comes only from life, 








each after its kind: no'law working blindly, 
from intelligence controlling and directing it, has 
produced a new thing from an old and kept it 
going thereafter. “Variations daily we witness, 
ut no new species,” said Professor Bateson, 
whose authority is chief in genetics. The point 
is that law is not a creator but a creation; plans 
do not happen, they are made by intelligence; de- 
signs and contrivances do not come from univer- 
sal impersonal automatic forces that eliminate 
ruthlessly all but “the fit.” If that were true all 
tubed flowers should have the same methods of 
fertilization, but they don’t. A thousand means 
contribute to that end in a thousand instances. 
A blind god of law would strike to the ground 


results with regularity, yet in nature there are — 
not only variously devised tubed flowers, but my- — 


riads of types in other styles, and with them a 
special means in each case to accomplish a com- 
mon end. No one method of cross-fertilization 
is the best. God has a thousand ways to do one 
job. Logie and machine precision would demand 
one best way; yet by lavish and glorious profu- 
sion He.makes a myriad where one device, one 
plan, one means, would do. 

The machine-loving materialist used to say that 
if one organism could be found that was depend- 
ent upon some other living thing for the comple- 
tion or carrying on of its life processes, then na- 
turalism would fall before creation—blind force, 
cold matter, eternal law would not suffice to ac- 
count for this world and its life. They don’t say 
this now; they even disclaim its belief in the past. 
There are too many of us dependent these days; 
too many examples of interdependence. When 
Australia had to import bumble-bees to cause its 
clover to produce seed, a proof of interdependence 
was demonstrated—without bumble-bees red clo- 
ver cannot reproduce itself. The same is true of 
the yucca in regard to the pronuba moth; the 
same is true of fruit trees and bees apart from 
wind. Flies, bees, beetles, moths, birds, mam- 


mals, plants; all are in the scheme of things, and ~~ : 


when one departs, the “balance” is destroyed and 
changes ensue. 

Avoid it as one will, there is no thought con- 
sonant with things as they are, with facts, ex- 
cept it recognize the Hand behind the power, the 
Skill that wrought the plan, the Mind. in which 
was law. “In the beginning—God.” As it was, 
so it is now and shall be evermore. ‘Known un- 
to God are all His works, even from the creation 
of the world.”

Evolution Charles Darwin ever taught. The hy- 
pothesis is presented in story-form to fire the 
imagination of the BABIES. 

The opening page of the book, under the head- 

- ing, “The Age of Fear”, says, “This is a story of 
ong ago. It will tell you of the first people we 
know anything about. It will tell you how they 
lived before they had a fire. It will tell you how 
they worked before they had tools.” The writer 
manufactures a fake character called “Sharp- 
tooth”, which is supposed to have been a pre- 
historic female ancestor, which is traced all 
through the book and made the center of the lie. 

The book says, on page 29, “She grew to be a 
strong young woman. ‘Then a baby came to live 
with her. How proud she was of the little boy! 
Sometimes the baby clung to her waist. Baby 
tree-dwellers knew how to hold fast.” _. 

On page 46, the BABIES learn that our beast 

arents had no language. “She talked to the 
baby in a strange language. She made queer 
clucking sounds. After that he was always quiet 
when they went to the river.” 

Pictures of supposed animal ancestors, cave- 
people, tree-dwellers, half-apes and half-humans, 
are scattered all through the book to make Evo- 
lution fascinating, réal and vivid. The time theory 
is introduced on page 54, in thes words, “Millions 
of years passed; great changes took place.” Then 
the writer plunges into an explanation of the 
transmutation of species, saying that some anl- 
mals “became like cats, azd some like dogs. 
Some became like rhinoceros and some like hogs. 
Others became like monkeys, and still others like 
horses.” By the use of pictures and direct state- 
ments, the boys and girls are informed that ani- 
mals have developed from one into another—a 
falsehood which is not sustained by a fact in 
science. 

Toward the close of the book, the BABIES 
learn that “wise men” (Evolutionists), are re- 
sponsible for giving to the world this advanced 
‘knowledge about remote ancestors. On page 130, 
we read, “The Tree-dwellers lived such a long 
time ago that we do not know all that they did. 
But they have left some things to tell their story. 
A few of their bones and stone weapons have been 
found in the gravel. Bones of animals that lived 
then have been found in caves ... Wise men have 
studied all these things.” 

I have found this book used in almost every 
section of the country where I have lectured 
against Evolution. It is particularly popular in 
Minnesota and California. It goes on at length 
—jingle, jingle, jingle. The BABIES get from 
it a complete foundation for later studies in Evo- 
lution to come in the upper grades and high 
schools. at 

Many books authorized by state authorities 
teach it to our children, and there is also a vast 
number of books selected by teachers and used 
as supplementary reading which are equally dan- 
gerous. In addition to these two sources through 
which OUR BABIES are exposed to the theory, 
are the large number of reference books, “Out- 
lines of History”, “Outlines of Science”, “History 
of Mankind”, and works by VanLoon, Wells, and 
others, to be found in most school tooms and li- 
braries. Thus, this false and atheistic philosophy 
is kept constantly before the young minds. 

Mrs. Winrod and I have two sweet babies which 
we love more dearly than our own lives. I would 
rather my babies’ eyes be gouged out at this min- 
ute than to have them taught this blatant athe- 
ism, if we had no way to take it out of heir 
souls at home. Why should it be compulsory for 
Christian people to expose their BABIES to athe- 
ism in order to have them educated in the know- 
ledge of our time? Our public schools are not 
used to teach religion, and they should not be 
made centers of infidelity—The Christian’s Bible 
is not taught in the tax-supported schools; and 
theories directly opposed to the Bible should not 
be taught. 


SUPPLEMENTARY READING 


An outstanding instance of teaching Evolution 
to children in the grades as supplementary read- 
ing is to be observed in the book, “A Child’s His- 
tory of the World” by V. M. Hillyer, which has 
been mentioned in these columns before. This 
book is used in the fourth grade of Wichita, Kan- 
sas, and of course in many other cities. It is 
typical of other similar books. 

The avowed purpose of this book, says the au- 
thor, in the Introduction, is to have the pupil 
“start with Primitive Man and give a summary of 


the World History to the present time.” The 
book begins with the Nebular Hypothesis and 
says human lite came by the following process, 
“Beginning of the earth, first rain-storm, plants, 
mites, insects, fish, frogs, snakes, birds, animals, 
monkeys, people.” 

Karly in the volume the BABIES are told that 
“long ago, our Sun was not just a big, round, 
white, hot ball. It was then more like fireworks. 
It was whirling and sputtering and throwing off 
sparks. One of these sparks got cool. It was our 
world!—yes, the world on which we now live. At 
first our earth was a ball of rock. This was 
wrapped around with steam. The steam turned 
to rain.” . 

While it rained “enormously big puddles” were 
made on the rock which filling with water became 
oceans. “Then, after this, came the first living 
things—tiny plants, tiny animals, wee mites like 
drops of jelly, along the water’s edge.” ‘These 
drops of jelly then evolved into insects, fish, frogs, 
snakes, lizards, “animals like foxes and elephants, 
then, after this, came monkeys.” “Then, last of 
all, came—what do you suppose ?—yes—people— 
men, women and children.” 

The book continues, “These first people had 
hair growing, not just on their heads, but all over 
their bodies, like shaggy dogs. They were called 
Cave People. They talked to each other by some 
sort of grunts—umfa, umfa, glug, glug! Primi- 
tive men were cruel creatures, who beat and 
robbed.” The so-called law of Natural Selection 
is disclosed in these words, “their only rule of 
life was hurt and kill what you can, and run from 
what you can’t. This is what we call the first 
law of nature—every man for himself. These 
primitive cave people are our ancestors, and we 
get from them many of their wild ways.” 

The above extracts from the book are typical 
of many more that could be cited. 

Much is said about the Bible later in the book. 
Parts of God’s Word are made to appear mythi- 
cal. For instance, on page 70, the BABIES are 
taught to think of David as a “Giant-Killer.” On 
page 71, they are informed, “The blind beggar 
Homer sang of his fairy-tale gods. The great 
King David sang of his one God.” It is obviously 
i that David’s God was also a “fairy-tale 
god. 
On the same page the BABIES learn, “If a 
good fairy had asked you what vou would rather 
have than anything in the world, I worder what 
you would have chosen. When Solomon became 
King, God is said to have appeared to him (italics 
mine) in a dream and asked him what he would 
rather have than anything else in the world.” The 
conclusion in the little minds must be that David’s 
fairy-tale god IS SAID to have appeared to Sol- 
3 the whole experience being on the fairy-tale 
plane. 


FACE THE FACTS 


Thus, the book goes on and on. Later it con- 
tains some true and helpful teaching on histori- 
cal events, but any good that might come from 
having OUR BABIES study it, is counteracted 
by the false and wicked foundation upon which 
it is based. 

We may as well face the facts;—in one form 
or another the BABIES in grade and high schools 
all over America, are being taught this atheistic 
philosophy. It will do no good to bury our heads 
in the sand like an ostrich. Let us face the facts 
openly and demand a remedy. 

I repeat, regardless of the contents of the books 
used in our schools, much depends upon the per- 
sonal attitude of the teacher. Here tax-payers 
may play an important part by demanding of 
their local school-boards that only those teachers 
be engaged who are openly and without hesitation 
opposed to Evolution. 

Notice, I say “who, are openly opposed”, for 
many people repudiate Evolution with their lips 
when questioned, but retain mental reservations. 
Make sure that your money, as a tax-payer, goes 
only to pay the salaries of teachers who reject 
the beast theory in its entirety. 

If we would get a permanent result in this 

matter, we must take an uncompromising stand. 
Let there be no half-way business! 
_ Of necessity, the responsibility must rest with 
individual tax-payers, working through their 
school-boards, until such time as a_ sufficient 
number of people can be awakened to the serious- 
ness of the situation and demand action on the 
part of state legislative bodies. 

As this issue of THE DEFENDER goes to 
press, twenty-five million of school children will 
start back to school beginning another term. This 
means that Evolution will get a more firm grip 


on the next generation, the jungle consciousr 
will take possession of a greater number 
pet, animalism will becorne more tty eB 
edded in our national thought, than ever before. 
Evils do not destroy themselves. A wrong of 
such tremendous proportions as this one will nev- 
er right itself. People must be awakened out of 
their lethargy and stimulated to righteous action, 
This terrible evil will not correct itself. It must 


be corrected by organized and spiritualized effort 


on the part of persons who have the best interest 
of home, school, religion and state at heart.
